Before 1920 we four provinces of 
| Manitoba, Saska¥chewan, Alberta and 
British Columbia will have a popula- 
tion of at least 10,000,000. Having per- 
)sonally visited the most important dis- 
triets of these provinces and earefully 
jstudied the changes and developments 
that are in progress. IT make this pre- 
diction boldly. It is not a vagary of 
an optimist, but is based upon aston- 
ishing facts that confront the inves- 
tigator wherever he turns. It is im- 
possible to consider the everyday 
currences in this region without 
reaching the conviction, logically and 
practically, that this prediction is en- 
tirely within the range of attainment. 

What are some of tue facts that jus- 
tify this prophecy?’

Med- 
jeal and surgien! practice would be 
one sided and incomplete if the meth- 
ods of treatment, bowever scientitic, 
were left to careless or ignorant bands 
for administration

Regularity and system are lirgely re. | 
sponsible for this result, but andoubt- | 
edly there is a certain value in the | 
mental suggestion that accompanies | 
the assurance of trained care and su- 
pervision, just as the daily visit of the 


It should be bright and cheerfal, but

As a fule, the bed should not be 
placed aguinst a wall, but in the cen

In pheumonia the room should be 
ventilated freely. ‘The pneumonia pa- 
tient cannot catch cold. Cold ait seems

| ment. 


In acute bronchitis or laryngitis,

be warmed. 


Taking the Temperature. 

| The temperature is best taken in the 
fectuin-for accurate results, although 
a five minute exposure in the armpit 
or groto will usually give an accurate 
register unless the surface of the 
body is affected by an acute chill. If 
the temperature is taken in the mouth 
the instrument should be placed deep- 
ly under the tongue and the lips ugnt- 
ly closed and kept) closed until the 
thermometer is removed No matter 
what style of thermometer is used, it 
should be left in the mouth three to 
| five minutes Never take the mouth 
temperature immediately after admin- 
istering cold drinks.

The 
ebronic invalid becomes self eeutived, 
lives ip a world apurt, where the bodl- 
ly processes or iufirmities tll vearly 
the whole tield of consciousness, ‘This 
self absorption and introspection are 
often unduly fostered and encouraged 
through tender hearted sympathy on 
the part of family and friends. 

There are few diseases that justify 
the slavery that is so oftev Imposed 
by the chronic invalid, Jt is the phy- 
sician’s duty to bring about a more 
normal relationship and lift his patient 


out of the rut of weak self pity and | 


selfish tyranny over othera, 

Chronic disease is indeed a pitiable 
condition, and the physician should be 
the last to withhold sympathy or com- 
fort, but his influence should be ex- 
erted to develop courage, patience and 


self denial on the part of the sufferer, | 


to the end that other lives may not be 
needlessly sacriticed, 

Persons who are called upon to care 
for invalids should be compelled to 
take proper exercise and rest. Many 
a nervous, ruined life can be traced 
to the exacting demands of some 
hronle sufferer, But the blame rests 
ot so much upon the partly responst- 
ole invalid as upon those who permit 
sucb exactions

seem so remarkable when it is recalled 
that speed records for both horses and 
men runners are officially calculated tn | 
fractions as small as one-fifth of a sec- 
ond, 

But {fn astronomy it fs needed to 
have the hundredth part of a second, 
for in that moment light can travel 
2,000 miles. So time, which is, after all, 
only a figure of speech and is a mys- 
tery that no hmuan brain can under- 
stand or fathom, must be considered 
relatively to one’s sensations. The | 
time to pull an aching tooth is really | 
much longer to the sufferer than a | 
whole night spent in sound sleep. It ts : 
more of the person's actual life. It de- 
mands more food to stand the nervous 
strain and the pain than hours of quiet 
rest. 

Time, then, for all men ts relative to 
their personal sensations. Yet time is 
real enough. It takes actual time for 
starlight to travel, in some cases thou- 
sands of years, It takes time for sound 
to travel and time for the electric wave 
to work actual results over long dis- 
tances. 

So that time is not only theoretical; 
it is as real as coal and wood. Yet this 
reality stretches over a human life 
time back to ages before the existence 
of the sun and the stars. For purposes 
of ordinary human work the second is 
small enough to use as a standard of 
value, but scientific men have pro- 
gressed so far in knowledge that the 
second {is too long a period for them to 
consider as the scientific instant. 
Therefore they have chosen the hun- | 
dredth of a second as the standard for 
the length of time thet they will con- 
sider as the actual moment at any one 
instant.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

TO ESCAPE WORK. 


Extent to Which Malingering Has 
Been Practiced by Prisoners. 


Englishman—Dr. R. F 
Quinton by name—who has served 82 
years in various prisons in his native 
land as medical officer and governor, 
has many Jnteresting expériments to 
relate, According to Dr. Quinton 
when he entered prison service at the 
Portsmouth convict prison in 1876, 
malingering was practiced to an ex- 
tent that is hardly credible by des- 
perate men who would go to almost 
any length in order to escape work. 
He writes: 

“Self-inflicted injuries of the most 
serious character often led to amputa- 
tion of limbs and other operations. 
The practice of placing arms and legs 
under railway trucks on the works 
was so prevalent at one convict prison 
that no less than 25 major amputa- 
tions were performed in one year. 

“Another violent prisoner who 
feigned stiffness of his index finger 
to avoid oakum picking was so irate 
when the finger was forcibly bent that 
on returning to his cell he promptly 
placed the offending finger in the 
hingse of his table, whieh was at- 
tached to the cell wall, and violently 
raised the leaf, with the result that 
the finger was absolutely shattered 
and had to be removed. } 

“A remarkable example of the per- 
sistence with which a-malingering ca- 
reer could be carried on was afforded 
by the case of the notorious criminal 
Bidwell, who was sentenced to penal | 
servitude for life in connection with 
the Bank of England forgeries. He 
was in good health on eonviction, but 
never did any active work in prison. 

“Feigning loss of power in his legs | 
he lay in bed from day to day and 
from year to year, defying all efforts 
of persuasion and resisting all un- | 
pleasant coercive measures devised to

HARCOURT THE KINDLY 


BRITISH MINISTER FAMOUS FOR 
THOUGHTFULNESS. 


Hon, Lewis Harcourt, When First 
Commissioner of Office of Works, 
Went About Attending to Little 
Things That Make People Happy— 
Is Universally Belovec In Com- 
mons—Speeches Draw Crowds. 


The Office of Works has always 
been looked upon as a distinctly dull 
post, but Mr, Harcourt, now Secre- 
tary for the Dominions, when he was 
First Commissioner, changed all tha, 
says Home Chat 

He took hold of things with such 
interest, himself that he made the 
dull, prosaic routine of his work in 
teresting to others as well, and in- 
stead of the speeches on the ‘sticks 
and stones” of his office being made 
to a half empty House, the Lenches 
Were packed with people all wanting 
to listen 

It takes some doing to be a good 
First Commissioner of Works. It 
takes a man who is keenly interested 
in little things, which is exactly what 
Mr. Harocurt is.

London.—Lord Strathcona presided 
at the recent Canadian elub dinner 
and presented two handsome loving

then had toasted themselves in the 
old fashioned toddy bowl. At that 
time the West, which now sent one 


hundred millions of bushels, did not 
produce one million, and the only 
dealings of the merchants were with 
furs from the north-west and timber 
from the east, and British Columbia 
was only known as the sea of great 
mountains. He emphasized the con- 
trast of the potentialities so great that 
their sons would look upon the pres- 
ent prosperity as a mere bagatelle, 

The toast to the Imperial Forces 
was responded to by Admiral Douglas 
and General Sir Perey Lake.
